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Author puts

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MORE than £37,000 of 
taxpayers’ money has 
been spent on putting 
homeless families from 
the Ely area up in bed 
and breakfasts - in just 
one month. 

Cash-strapped East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) had earmarked £89,890 
to spend on B&B accommo¬ 
dation for the whole of 2012/13. 

But figures obtained by the 
Weekly News show that in the last 
six months, the authority has 
already forked out a whopping 
£133,700. 

In fuly this year alone, a total of 
£37,422 was spent. 

Last Thursday, a seminar was 
organised to help council chiefs 
come up with ways to tackle the 
spiralling issue of homelessness in 
the district. 

Housing experts, represen¬ 
tatives from neighbouring coun¬ 
cils, including Fenland District 
Council and South Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, charity 
representatives and a local police 
officer attended the meeting.

But just two out of ECDC’s 39 
members showed up - Independent 
Cllr Ian Allen, who represents 
Haddenham ward, and Liberal 
Democrat Cllr Neil Morrison, who 
represents Littleport West ward. 

Cllr Allen said he was “absolutely 
appalled” and demanded to know when 
the council was going to start taking 
homelessness “more seriously”. 

He said: “Every single member was 
made aware about this seminar. We all 
received emails more than a month in 
advance and it was well publicised. 

“There were housing professionals, 
representatives from neighbouring 
councils, people from drugs and alcohol 
charities, and even a local police officer 
there, but just two of us councillors 
bothered to show up. 

“Homelessness is now a massive 
problem in East Cambridgeshire and it 
is costing taxpayers tens of thousands of 
pounds to house them in B&Bs while 
the district council tries to sort out 
housing. 

“We have a duty to find the people 
who we serve somewhere to live. This is 
a crisis which is costing the authority - 
and the taxpayer - a fortune. 

“Every single member should have 
been at this seminar to find out what we 
need to do to help but there wasn’t even 
a party leader present.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
council is currently trying to draw up a 
plan to tackle homelessness in the 
district. 

Earlier this year, the authority 
revealed it is using B&Bs at least five 
times more than it was in 2010/11. 

The Weekly News contacted ECDC 
leader Cllr Peter Moakes to find out why 
he did not attend the seminar. 

Speaking from Devon, he said: “I 
didn’t go as I was busy doing something 
else. 

“Obviously, all members could have 
gone to the seminar, but it wasn’t 
essential for them to go. 

“I’m aware homelessness is a great 
expense to the council, but we are doing 
everything we can to sort it.” 

Deputy leader of ECDC Cllr fames 
Palmer insists homelessness is a 
“priority” for the council. 

He said: “The council is totally aware 
of the pressures on housing, especially 
in our case, from the effect of the 
Cambridge housing market, and has 
flagged this up as an increasing 
challenge for all councils and a priority 
for the authority. 

“As a responsible council we must 
look after those residents who come to 
us as homeless and we have budgeted 
for that. 

“That is why the council is 
developing a new homelessness 
strategy in response to this national 
challenge. 

“Councillors have also recently 
approved extra staff resources to help 
manage this issue. 

“Work is being carried out to bring 
Littleport hostel back into use, and to 
find one or two more large houses to 
help with the situation, and it is 
expected that much of this will be 
coming into effect this autumn. 

“In previous years the council would 
have been able to prevent many of 
these cases by finding suitable privately 
rented property. 

“This is a reflection of a national 
issue. Homelessness has increased 
nationally by 17 per cent in the last year. 

“It has doubled in East 
Cambridgeshire because of the effects 
of proximity to the booming market in 
Cambridge city.”

“Unfortunately, until then it has to 
remain closed.” 

Building work is expected to be 
complete by about Christmas.

Man paid pub bills with 
stolen credit cards 

A MAN who used stolen credit cards to fund his 
stay at Cambridgeshire pubs has been jailed for 
a year. 

Scott West, 36, admitted five charges of fraud, 
two of theft, and one of making off without 
payment, when he appeared before Cambridge 
magistrates on Tuesday. 

West, of Old School Lane, Upware, had 
previously pleaded guilty to six of the eight 
charges. But he changed his plea to admit all the 
charges when he arrived in court. 

The court head he used two stolen cards and a 
cheque book to pay for rooms at pubs between 
March and August last year. 

He used a stolen credit card to pay for lodgings, 
food and alcohol at the Crown Inn at Linton, on 
March 23. 

On April 1 he checked out of the Black Bull pub 
at Balsham using a second stolen card. 

He used the same card to pay his bill at the 
Three Hills pub in Bartlow on April 7. 

On March 10 he also failed to pay a pub bill of 
£210, the court heard. 

And West admitted stealing two cheques - one 
in Steeple Bumpstead and one in Halstead - and 
trying to cash them at Haverhill to gain £1,384. 
Magistrates heard he had previous convictions 
for similar offences, and imposed the maximum 
term of imprisonment within their powers. 

Residents warned after 
burglars target homes 

LAPTOPS, cash and numerous model cars 
were stolen when four properties were burgled 
in just one night. 

The raids, which are being linked, all 
happened in Little Downham on the night of 
Monday, July 30 - and residents are being 
urged to be on their guard. 

In all four raids, the offenders gained access 
through insecure doors, windows and 
garages. 

A house in Walnut Tree Close and a home in 
Rye Gardens were broken into. 

At the property in Walnut Tree Close, thieves 
stole a laptop, an iPhone, clothing, and 
documents. 

The burglars made off with a silver cigarette 
box, an iPad, laptop, cash, and cigarettes from 
the property in Rye Gardens. 

An outbuilding in Cannon Street was also 
raided and a number of model cars, including 
12 pewter miniature Jaguars, were taken. 

A silver Volkswagen Golf was also searched, 
although nothing was taken. 

The thieves then got inside another home in 
the village but they were scared off after the 
alarm sounded at about 2.30am. 

Detective Inspector Donna Wass is urging 
villagers to be vigilant. 

She said: “We are linking the burglaries and 
would urge anyone with information about the 
stolen items, or about who may be 
responsible, to contact police. 

“We have received great support from 
residents in Little Downham who have 
provided CCTV footage and other information. 
“It seems the burglars gained entry through 
insecure windows and doors, and I would 
remind people to ensure windows and doors 
are locked and secure when their property is 
empty or at night. 

“It may be tempting to leave windows open 
during warm weather, but it can be an 
invitation for a burglar to target your home.” 
Anyone with information about the burglaries 
should call Dl Wass on 101 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555111.

Among the main 
suggestions are tackling 
congestion at Ely’s railway 
crossing, pedestrianising the 
city centre, making the city 
subject to 20mph speed 
limits, and improving cycle 
lanes and signage. 

Other ideas include 
improving certain street 
layouts and junctions, 
introducing more controlled 
crossings, and promoting 
public transport and cycling 
more. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chair¬ 
man of the district council’s 
development and transport 


committee, said: “If Ely is to 
thrive as a city we must 
ensure we have the infra¬ 
structure we need. 

“This is why we are working 
with Cambridgeshire County 
Council and the City of Ely 
Council, looking at how to 
improve the transport 
systems we have. 

“We started this work 
earlier this year, asking the 
businesses, residents and 
visitors what we could to 
improve to help to build up a 
picture of traffic issues.” 

The authorities will now 
investigate the issues and 
suggestions raised as part of a 
second round of traffic 
surveys and will investigate 
the deliverability of the 
options. 


This work will help to draw 
up a shortlist of priority 
projects which could be 
taken further for more 
detailed consultation. 

Cllr Moakes said: “We are 
now going to look at the 
issues which have been 
suggested to see what is 
deliverable and what we can 
afford to do. 

“This is about working 
together with everyone who 
is interested in Ely’s future. 

“It is important to note 
that yet again the issue of the 
road congestion at the Ely 
railway crossing rose, and we 
are working to make sure we 
resolve this.”

Mrs Teale said: “We’re 
closing for a mixture of reasons. 

“Both Jane and I have ever- 
increasing family commitments 
and we both knew we were not 
spending enough time in the 
shop. 

“As sad as it is, we both 
agreed it was the right time to 
sell the business. 

“We can’t believe it’s been 
23 years. We’d like to say a

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Concern over 
house plan 

PLANS to build a new home close to 
a supermarket in Ely are causing 
councillors concern. 

East Cambs District Council 
received proposals to build a 
detached house on land adjacent to 
number 32, Lisle Lane, in May, but 
the City of Ely Council wants the 
plans to be refused. 

In a statement, the council said: 
“The access is on a very busy road, 
very close to the recently-installed 
traffic lights. This would make it very 
dangerous, especially when turning 
right out of the property.” 

Highways officials also want the 
plans to be turned down. 

Susan Mills, highway devel¬ 
opment control engineer, said: "The 
layout does not provide adequate 
space for a vehicle to enter the site 
while one is turning around within 
the site or waiting to leave. 

“The proposal would therefore 
likely result in the manoeuvring of 
vehicles on the adjoining public 
highway to the detriment of highway 
safety.”

Cyclists conquer Alps challenge 


A SOLICITOR and his 
friends have used their 
pedal power to raise 
around £15,000 for 
charity.

“None of us really knew 
how tough the challenge 
would be but it was very 
hard.

Cambridgeshire is so flat I 
did some training in the 
Peak District and Lake 
District, but France is 
exceptionally hilly. 

“Cycling down the 
mountains was easy, but 
cycling up them was a 


different story and it took a 
lot of strength. 

“But we completed it in 
11 hours 30 minutes 
without any punctures or 
injuries, which is 
amazing.” 

So far the group have 
raised around £15,000 for 
three different charities - 
Beating Bowel Cancer, 
Lymphoma and Leukaemia 
Research, and Macmillan 
Cancer Care. 

John, who plays for Ely 
City Hockey Club, said: “As 
a group we were raising 
money for all three 
charities, which are all 
fantastic causes. 

“Beating Bowel Cancer 
is a charity particularly 
close to my heart as my 
dad Robert was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer last 
year and is currently 
undergoing treatment. 

“To have raised such a 
substantial sum for all 
three charities is a great 
feeling.”

PRIMARY school pupils look 
set to be taught in mobile 
classrooms for a year longer 
than expected.

A MEETING to discuss the 
future of Ely’s derelict 
magistrates’ court has 
been delayed by two 
months. 

Community leaders and 
organisations keen to safeguard 
the future of the “deteriorating” 
court building, in Lynn Road, 
were due to meet in July. But the 
meeting will not take place until 
next month. 

Kevin Evans, chairman of the 
Ely Society, has hit out at the 
delay. 

He said: “We were expecting 
this meeting to be held in July but 
now it’s not going to happen until 
September. It’s disappointing as 
we really need to get the ball 
rolling with this.” 

The postponement is the latest 
in a long string of hold-ups which 
have hit the project. 

A working group of individuals 
and organisations, including the 
Ely Society, has been formed to 
help protect the Grade II listed 
building and find a suitable use 
for it. 

The courthouse was one of 


many court buildings closed 
down across the country by Her 
Majesty’s Court and Tribunal 
Service (HMCTS) in a bid to save 
money. 

Since March last year, the 
building has stood empty. Lead 
has been stolen from its roof and 
it is now starting to look shabby. 

Mr Evans said: “Its condition is 
really deteriorating. 

“It looks scruffy and there are 
shrubs growing out of every 
crevice. We need to act as fast as 
possible.” 

The Ely Society and other 
interested parties, including the 
Ely Perspective and the City of Ely 
Council were told they would 


receive important documents 
detailing the costs of the building 
in September last year. 

However, they were not 
produced to the district council 
until June this year. 

Ideas for the future use of the 
courthouse so far include turning 
it into offices or even a museum. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “Unfortunately all the 
various parties who are interested 
in the future of the building were 
not available in July or August, so 
the meeting will be happening in 
September with the invites sent 
out in the next week.”

Boat dweller faces 
drug-sale charges 


A BOATMAN has 
admitted using his 
vessel to sell drugs 
along the River Great 
Ouse in Ely. 

Ian Phillips, 44, is 
charged with six 
drugs offences in 
total, and appeared at 
Cambridge Crown 
Court last Friday. 

Phillips, who is 
classed as having no 
fixed abode but lives 
on a boat, pleaded 
guilty to one charge of 
possessing Class A 
cocaine in the city on 
January 13 this year 
and another charge of 
possessing illicit 
mushrooms on the 
same date. 

He also admitted 
possessing Class A 
amphetamines with 
intent to supply and 
Class B cannabis with 
intent to supply - 


both on January 13. 

Phillips is also 
charged with poss¬ 
essing Class A ecstasy 
with intent to supply 
and Class B cannabis 
resin with intent to 
supply on January 13. 

He admitted being 
in possession of the 
drugs but denied that 
he was intending to 
supply them. 

Judge Anthony Bate 
heard how the drugs 
had an estimated 
street value of around 
£ 10 , 000 . 

The case was 
adjourned for pre¬ 
sentence reports to be 
prepared. Phillips will 
appear back at the 
crown court the week 
commencing August 
28. 

He was released on 
conditional bail.

Woman tells 
of duck horror 


A TOURIST has 
described her horror 
after witnessing one 
of Ely’s Muscovy 
ducks being run 
over and killed. 

Patricia Drwiega, from 
London, was admiring 
the ducks, geese and 
swans in Waterside, Ely, 
on Sunday when she saw 
a male Muscovy duck hit 
by a car. 

The “horrible” incident 
happened as a motorist 
parked a car in one of the 
bays close to the slipway 
at Babylon Bridge - and 
despite Miss Drwiega’s 
best efforts, the bird died. 

Miss Drwiega, who said 
the driver showed “no 
emotion whatsoever”, is 
now backing a campaign 
calling for Ely’s waterfowl 
population to be better 
cared for and respected. 

She said: “It was a 
horrible, horrible thing to 
see. 

“There were two ducks 
drinking from a puddle 
in the parking space and 
the car just came 
zooming into the space. 

“I don’t know whether 
the driver saw them or 
not, but I don’t know how 
you could miss them.

One of the ducks 
managed to flap out the 
way, but the other one 
didn’t. 

“I shouted and waved 
at the driver to stop but 
they didn’t. They got out 
the car and showed no 
emotion whatsoever. 

“I’m still getting 
horrible visions and can’t 
actually sleep at night. 

“Some people might 
think it doesn’t matter 
because it’s just a duck, 
but it’s a living creature.” 

Last month, Dr Victoria 
Ling, an ecologist who 
lives in Waterside, 
launched a petition 
calling for the “proper 
care” of Ely’s waterfowl. 

It comes after the 
Weekly News revealed 
that anyone caught 
feeding birds outside a 
designated area in 
Waterside could be fined 
up to £2,500 by East 
Cambs District Council. 

Dr Ling says banning 
people from feeding the 
birds is not the way to 
deal with the issues they 
create, such as mess and 


over-breeding. 

In the petition, which 
has now been signed by 
more than 160 people, 
she is calling for a range 
of measures, including 
the land near the slipway 
at Babylon Bridge to be 
allocated as a special 
duck-feeding area, and 
for the council to clean 
the footpaths and roads 
of the bird mess more 
often. 

Miss Drwiega, like Dr 
Ling, also believes there 
should be more signs in 
Waterside alerting drivers 
to ducks and that the ‘no 
feeding sign’ should be 
made larger so people 
notice it more. 

Miss Drwiega said: 
“Everyone should be 
doing everything they 
can to protect these 
birds. 

“As a tourist in Ely, they 
were a pleasure to see 
and something which 
adds to the city’s 
beautiful charm.”

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Interests should 
be combined 

Sir, As an old Ely born fenman my 
reaction to the news that a working 
party from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is considering the 
redevelopment of Ely's Market Place 
was “about time” {Weekly News, August 
2). 

However, this reaction was clouded by 
the memory that the last time this 
happened, Ely ended up with the ugly 
building brick that sits there now, this is 
an opportunity to put that mistake 
right. When I further read that “officers 
have now started discussions with the 
owner” of the site my optimism that 
what comes about will be an 
improvement is not very high. 

I have a family connection to the area 
since the Fish Bar adjacent to the 
market square was owned by my 
grandfather in the 1930s. His opinion of 
die present monstrosity which replaced 
the old Corn Exchange was not very 
high and I fear further revolutions in his 
grave will be forthcoming. 

I am not suggesting that commercial 
interest should take a back seat as far as 
any new building is concerned, but 
neither should it be of prime 
consideration as it was last time. The 
heart of the Market Place was ripped 
out then and consequendy I believe we 
should take the opportunity to replace 
it now. Similar to the suggestion made 
by Shirley Blake, the council’s principal 
development officer, I would like to see 
commercial interest combined with 
social interest. 

Personally, I envisage a horseshoe¬ 
shaped development around a central 
courtyard seating area, the apex of the 
horseshoe being a multipurpose 
theatre that could in warmer weather 
open its frontage, so enlarging its 
audience area to include this courtyard. 
Films could be shown here, plays could 
be performed. Shakespeare's plays 
were written to be performed in such 
areas. When the folk festival comes to 
town, musicians could perform to the 
courtyard and perhaps to the whole 
Market Place and put some soul back 
into the city. Give it to ADEC to run. All 
this and there would still be room for 
small businesses to rent units integral 
to the development as well as the whole 
thing being good for trade with existing 
premises including grandfather's chip 
shop. Trade has always been about 
putting “bums on seats”. York Council 
knows this and Ely Council should be 
thinking along the same lines. 

I am hopeful that something really 
good for my city comes from this.

Box jacking can 
solve problem 

Sir, Sir, I read with interest in last 
week's Weekly News the letter which 
stated that digging an underpass 
‘would stop the railway for months’. 
With modern construction techniques 
known as ‘box jacking’, a box tunnel can 
be built off-site and then jacked into 
position without long periods of 
disruption to road and rail traffic. 
Although the construction period may 
take a year or more, rail traffic at the 
crossing during this time would be 
largely unaffected. The positioning 
would, from experience elsewhere in 
the UK, only disrupt the rail traffic for 
five days, and this could be over a 


period of least disruption to road and 
rail, for example, beginning on Easter 
Friday and re-opening for trains the 
following Tuesday. 

As an example of a successfully 
completed project, I suggest looking 
online at the Tipton underpass at 
http:/Iwww. nee. co. uk/news/geotechnical 
/tipton-box-jack-pick-of-easter-rail- 
work-sucessess/5200500. article 
Now the Government has pledged 
again to improve the A14, the need for 
the Ely Southern Bypass is less 
necessary. 

This leaves the option of improving the 
underpass at the station as a practical 
alternative which will remain less 
attractive to long distance HCV traffic. 
With the bypass option there have been 
no published studies of the impact of 
the additional long distance traffic the 
Southern bypass would generate upon 
the A10 or the surrounding villages. 
What of the environmental impact of 
an elevated bypass, noise in particular? 
Public consultation has been quiet 
about the landscape impact as one of 
the most mystical views, that of Ely and 
its cathedral from the south and east, is 
to be blocked by a mask of concrete 
and high-sided vehicles. 

Why build the Ely Southern Bypass? All 
it will do is draw more lorries and other 
vehicles off the A14 at Newmarket to 
take a shortcut across country either to 
the A1 at Peterborough or to the A14 
interchange at Huntingdon. 

If the ‘people of Ely want’ a bypass there 
are imaginative alternatives to an 
elevated bypass, such as an immersed 
tunnel, which would be more 
environmentally friendly, but which 
were not included in the recent options 
document. I urge the county council (in 
conjunction with the district council) to 
re-examine the options, including the 
imaginative alternatives, and at the 
same time better addressing the 
advantages and disadvantages of each 
scheme.

FLYTIPPING is attracting rats 
and mice to a village recycling 
area - and the rodents are 
now starting to enter people’s 
homes. 

Furious residents in Sutton are 
demanding action at the village’s 
recycling depot at the junction of 
Pound Lane and The Brook. 

They say people are illegally 
dumping rubbish, including food 
waste, at the recycling banks and that 
the issue of vermin is now “worse 
than ever”. 

Peter and Kathy Barnard, who live 
in a Sanctuary Housing bungalow in 
Scott Court, off Pound Lane, say they 
and their neighbours are now getting 
mice coming inside their homes and 
outbuildings. 

Mr Barnard, 62, said: “We’ve lived 
here for around 18 months now and 
vermin has always been an issue, but 
it’s now worse than ever. 

“It’s all because of the recycling 
area. People are flytipping there and 
getting away with it. This area is for 
recyclable items only, not food waste, 
and this is attracting the mice and 
rats. We’ve now got mice inside our 
homes and we see rats in broad 
daylight. We’ve caught four mice in 
two days and our neighbour’s cat 
caught three in just one day.

“We’ve even had mice caught on 
the kitchen work surface. 

“Our home is immaculate - my 
wife has an obsession with cleaning. 
There are now so many mice and rats 
in the area that they’re coming into 
our homes. It’s a major health 
hazard. 

“We’ve already paid £60 for pest 
control to come out but we can’t 
afford to keep calling them out. 

“The council needs to get rid of the 
recycling area or crack down on the 
people causing this.” 

Rosie Seymour, clerk to Sutton 
Parish Council, confirmed she had 
received complaints about flytipping 
at the recycling point and the issue of 
vermin, and that she had reported 
the issues to East Cambs District 
Council. 

A spokesman for Sanctuary 


Housing blamed flytipping of food 
waste and said residents were calling 
for the recycling banks to be 
removed. 

The district council says it is now 
investigating the issues and that the 
area does suffer “occasionally” suffer 
from flytipping. 

A council spokesman said: “Rats 
and mice are interested only in food 
- and the recycling point in Pound 
Lane does not accept food. 

“It does suffer occasionally from 
flytipping but the site is cleared three 
times a week by Veolia, more 
frequently if we receive specific 
complaints.” 

Flytipping is a criminal offence 
and people caught doing it face a 
hefty fine - or prosecution.

IS sitting and watching 
the super-fit athletes at 
the Olympics making you 
feel like a couch potato? 

Chances are it will be - 
especially if you’re one of the 
two thirds of the population not 
getting any regular exercise. 

New research highlights the 
shocking extent of Britain’s 
inactivity, and the deadly health 
repercussions. 

The study, which looked at 
activity levels worldwide, led by 
Dr I-Min Lee of Harvard Medical 
School, suggests that lack of 
exercise claims more than 
90,000 lives in the UK each year, 
as a result of illnesses including 
heart disease, breast and bowel 
cancer and diabetes. 

The minimum amount of 
exercise recommended by the 
NHS is two-and-a-half hours a 
week but, if the findings are

correct, most of us aren’t even 
achieving that. 

EVERY LITTLE HELPS 
If two-and-a-half hours a week 
sounds too ambitious, don’t let 
that put you off trying 
altogether. 

As Dr Lee points out, any 
physical activity is better than 
none. “Even if 15 minutes a day 
is all that can be managed, that’s 
good,” she says. 

Dr Lee suggests that people 
should take the stairs instead of 
lifts, take as many opportunities 
to walk during the day - instead 
of just hopping in the car - and 
do some gardening. 

OLYMPIC INSPIRATION 
Big events like the Olympics are 
fantastic for boosting 
everybody's enthusiasm for 
participating in sports. 

But, as Stuart Biddle, a 
professor of physical 
activity and health at 
Loughborough University, 
points out, the effects can 
be short-lived. 

Enthusiasm levels can 
start to dwindle as soon 
as the medals are handed 


out, and in the past the Olympics 
hasn’t prompted higher levels of 
physical activity in host 
countries. 

But London 2012 has put a 
huge focus on the Olympic 
legacy, and it’s hoped that new 
initiatives, including school 
sports programmes like 
Change4Life sport clubs, will 
ensure participation levels don’t 
drop. 

EXCUSES, EXCUSES 
As inspirational as the Olympics 
is, thinking about doing more 
exercise, and actually doing it, 
are two different things, and for 
lots of people it’s a case of 
struggling to find the time. 

However, research has shown 
that the physically active have no 
more time then those who are 
inactive, says Biddle. 

“It’s a perception more than a 
reality, and probably reflects lack 
of interest, or having other 
priorities,” he says. 

The way to deal with this, he 
says, is to change your mindset, 
and perhaps ask a friend to 
commit to exercise too, so you 
can encourage each other. 

Have fun!

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Cycle and walk 
bid for footpath 


CAMPAIGNERS insist 
more people would 
cycle into Ely if a path 
along a busy road was 
made shared-use.

“Many more people 
could do the 10-minute 
cycle ride from Little 
Downham to Ely College or 
to the shops in Ely if only 
this cycle path was made a 
tiny bit wider and smoother 
all the way from the church 
in Little Downham down to 
the A10 - or even better, all 
the way into Ely along 
Downham Road.” 

Mark Newman, of Ely 
Road, Little Downham, 
added: “I would agree that 
the path needs to be 
widened to make it safer for 
both pedestrians and 
cyclists alike - you only 
have to note the number of 
car accidents at the Seven 
Sisters to realise why people 
feel safer on the path. 

“The level of traffic and 
particularly speeds involved 


on this road surely make it a 
priority to improve the path 
for everyone’s benefit.” 

A spokesman for the Ely 
Cycling Campaign said the 
group is “actively 
campaigning” for the path 
to be made shared-use. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says it would be 
willing to work with 
residents and the parish 
council to move the project 
forward. 

A council spokesman 
said: “We have already 
allocated funds for this 
year’s improvements of 
highway and paths but we 
would be more than happy 
to work with the local 
community and the parish 
council to look at how this 
project may move forward. 

“Due to the fact the path 
is not at the standard width, 
we would need community 
support and agreement to 
make it a shared path. 

“Officers of the highways 
service would be happy to 
meet local councillors and 
residents to see how we can 
take this forward together.”

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Writer shines spotlight 
on depression ordeal

AN author who is battling 
a serious mental health 
illness has written a book 
about his experiences 
and gradual recovery. 

Nick Burnley, 27, has suffered 
with mental health problems 
since he was a child, but it was 
when he reached his 20s that 
his condition really started to 
deteriorate. 

Nick, who lives in Ely, was 
studying a sports science 
course at Cambridge’s Anglia 
Ruskin University but had to 
pull out due to his ill health and 
in 2009, aged just 24, he was 
diagnosed with severe 
depression and borderline 
personality disorder. 

In 2009 and 2010, Nick 
admits he took numerous 
overdoses to try to end his life, 
self-harmed regularly, and was 
sectioned at Fulbourn Hospital, 
Cambridge, due to his 
worsening condition. 

But it was in December 2010 
that Nick managed to start to 
get his life back on track after he 
suddenly realised only he could 
help himself. 


Since that day, he has not 
only almost halved his body 
weight but he has also learned 
to control and deal with his 
illness - something which he 
will be on medication for, and 
struggle with, for the rest of his 
life. 

In May this year, he also 
married the “love of his life”, 
Hardeep, who he met on the 
internet. 

Nick said: “Hardeep is the 


best thing that has ever 
happened to me. We met over 
the internet and within three 
weeks I had proposed to her. It 
was complete love at first sight. 

“Since that day in December 
I have managed to transform 
my life for the better - but don’t 
get me wrong, my mental 
illness is still very much there. 

“I have good days and bad 
days and that is just the nature 
of the beast. 


“Mental health is still 
regarded as such a taboo 
subject in some areas and that 
needs to stop. 

“People need to realise that 
just because someone has got a 
mental health illness they can 
still lead a successful and 
functional life, and that is the 
message I am trying to get 
across in my writing.” 

Now Nick, who has always 
written stories and poetry since 
a boy, has had his first book 
published thanks to Chip- 
munka Publishing - a social 
enterprise dedicated to giving 
mentally ill people a voice. 

Called Thoughts of a 
Conversational Mind, the book 
is a mixture of stories and 
poetry and tells the ordeal Nick 
has experienced. 

His second book, A Rainy 
Day leads to a Sunny One, is due 
to be published in the next few 
months and Nick is now half¬ 
way through his third novel. 
Nick is also now planning to 
study a personal training course 
with the aim of becoming a self- 
employed fitness instructor.

TWO teenagers are 
cycling hundreds of 
miles in memory of 
their “amazing” 
school friend. 

Friends Theo Ronay and 
Max Dunand, both aged 17, 
are taking on a whopping 
270-mile cycle ride from 
London to France this 
month to raise money for 
the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation. 

The teens, who are both 
studying for their A-levels 
at Hills Road Sixth-Form 
College, were both friends 
of courageous teenager 
Liam Fairhurst. 

Liam, from Soham, died 
in 2009, aged 14, after a 
long fight with cancer, and 
during his battle raised 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds for the children’s 
cancer charity, CLIC 
Sargent. 

The Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation has been set up 
by Liam’s family in his 
memory to help other sick 


children and young people. 

Next Tuesday Theo from 
Soham, and Max from 
Fordham, will set off on 
their bicycles from London 
and will ride all the way to a 
small town in France called 
LaVilleAuPied. 

They hope to complete 
the mammoth challenge in 
four days - and aim to raise 
about £1,000 for the 
foundation. 

Theo said: “We both 


knew Liam well. 

“I knew him from the 
beginning of primary 
school, and Max was 
friends with him during 
their time at Soham Village 
College. 

“We both witnessed his 
amazing feat of fundraising 
and courage and we'd like 
to contribute towards this 
great cause of providing 
children with cancer some 
security and comfort from 



their battle against cancer.” 

Last month, Liam’s 
brother Callum, 14, rowed 
the equivalent of the 
English Channel - 21 miles 
- on a static rowing 
machine. 

By going through blood, 
sweat and tears on the day 
which marked the third 
anniversary of his brother’s 
death, Callum raised more 
than £5,000.

W ITH so many excellent 
productions taking up 
residence at 

Cambridge Arts Theatre in the 
next few months, there’s a 
danger the season to follow 
won’t live up to such heights. 

A host of famous faces and 
celebrated shows will be on offer to 
see us through until 2013. 

Kicking off the season is Hysteria 
(September 3-8) with Antony Sher: 
part broad farce, part case history, this 
piece brings together two of the 
world’s greatest and most eccentric 
minds, Sigmund Freud and Salvador 
Dali. 

Hollywood star Rupert Everett 
comes to Cambridge to portray 
another prominent historical figure, 
Oscar Wilde, in David Hare’s T he 
Judas Kiss (November 12-17). It’s 
1895 and Wilde’s masterpiece, The 
Importance of Being Earnest, is 
playing in the West End after a 
triumphant premiere - but already the 
wheels are in motion which will lead 
to the writer’s imprisonment, downfall 
and vilification. Forced to make a 
choice between his lover and his 
freedom, the ever-romantic Wilde 
embarks on a course which will see 
him spiraling towards self-destruction. 
Also starring hot screen property 
Freddie Fox, this promises to be one 
of the highlights of the season. 

The stars continue to come out with 


many Arts Theatre favourites showing 
off their talents in both high comedy 
and serious drama. Felicity Kendal, 
who we last saw in Mrs Warren s 
Profession, will be appearing in Alan 
Ayckbourn’s celebrated Relatively 
Speaking (September 24-29) 
alongside Strictly Come Dancing 
winner and former EastEnder Kara 
Tointon. Showcasing Ayckbourn’s 
sparkling wit, Relatively Speaking was 
the piece which first turned the 
playwright into a household name 
back in 1967. A story of young love 
and the perils of meeting the parents, 
this charmingly English comedy of 
misunderstandings is full of twists and 
clever observations on family and 
human nature itself. 

Meanwhile, fellow Good Life chum 
Penelope Keith also returns to the 
Cambridge stage, playing a grieving 
widow in the touching and poignant 
Good Grief (November 5-10), 
adapted from the novel by Keith 
Waterhouse. Tasked by her late 
husband to keep a journal of her 
feelings after he passes away, it sounds 
rather like a PS, I Love You for grown¬ 
ups. 

Tom Conti - currently helping 
break box office records in The Dark 
Knight Rises - returns to Cambridge 
in Rough Justice (October 15-20), 
about a man defending himself against 
murder charges - a change from his 
last Arts Theatre turn in 2010’s 
comedy, Wife After Death. 

Before that, Timothy West stars in 


The Handyman (October 8-13), a 

play that asks “challenging questions 
about guilt and responsibility” and 
includes cameo video appearances by 
Stephen Berkoff and Vanessa 
Redgrave. 

As well as celebrating a wealth of 
acting talent, stars of the literary world 
are also well represented this season. 
English Touring Theatre will be 
bringing W Somerset Maugham’s war¬ 
time drama, The Sacred Flame 
(November 20-24), while The 
Haunting (September 10-15), 
adapted from Charles Dickens’s ghost 
stories, returns to thrill audiences and 
celebrate the bicentenary of his birth.

The theatre’s One Night Only 
series continues with an evening with 
author, broadcaster and journalist 
Will Self (October 7 ), who will be 
talking about his new book, 
Umbrella, and jazz legend Cleo 
Laine (November 18) who will be 
performing with her band. 

Younger theatregoers are not left 
out this season with Horrible 
Histories ’ Vile Victorians and 
Terrible Tudors (October 30- 
November 3) as a delightfully 
dastardly October half-term treat. 


Enthusiasm-filled and leaving out 
none of the grisly bits of history, 
these action-packed live shows are 
just as likely to be enjoyed by adults 
as children. 

And last, but by no means least, 
Cambridge Arts Theatre will be 
dusting off its glitterball and calling 
in the stars for its traditional family 
pantomime. Following the enormous 
success of Cinderella last year, Jack 
and the Beanstalk (December 6- 
January 13) is sure to prove a 
‘giant’ of an adventure for all the 
family to enjoy. . .

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There she blows! 



D ID you know that there’s 
a place in Cambridge 
where an orangutan sits 
proudly in a nest, a fawn peeks 
around a corner and a colossal 
whale skeleton dangles from the 
roof? Where you can examine 
everything from dinosaur 
footprints and birds eggs to 
elephant bones and bugs? And 
where an amazing collection of 
creatures gathered by the great 
Charles Darwin are on display? 

It’s all at the Cambridge University 
Museum of Zoology, and there’s plenty 
for budding Backshalls to see and do 
there this summer. 

“One thing that’s running throughout 
the holidays is our Big Bug Hunt,” says 
education officer Roz Wade. “We’ve got 
special insects that you don’t normally 
see dotted around the galleries: you can 
go round and find them, answer the 
questions, then enter our prize draw.” 

Happily the bugs range from the 
gorgeous to the gleefully gross: “We’ve 
got a Madagascan Sunset Moth, which 
is really quite beautiful, and some with 
slightly gruesome habits: there’s a 
diving beetle that has a particularly 
nasty way of eating things . . .” 

Then every Thursday in the holidays 
(from 2pm) kids can take part in ‘crafty 
creatures’, the chance to create 
everything from spiders to skeletons out 
of paper, pipe cleaners and the like. 
“Every week you can make a different 
kind of animal,” says Roz. “We’ll be 
doing sessions on mini-beasts, fossils 
and also on mammals, so you can make 
your own zoology collection to take 
home with you.” 

But even if you don’t take part in the 
set activities, it’s lovely just to have a 
wander around - particularly if your 
children aren’t massively excited at the 


prospect of going to a museum. Before 
they’ve even set foot inside, they’ll have 
spotted the colossal whale skeleton that 
hangs above the building - a guaranteed 
eye-popper for even the most 
unenthusiastic visitor. 

“The finback whale is the second 
largest species of whale, so that’s an 
easy way to spot where we are!” says 
Roz. “And usually we get a lot of 
‘wow’s! when they come in the front 
door. Obviously the whale skeleton 
outside is very big and impressive, but 
as soon as you come into the galleries 
you can see a load more whale skeletons 
hanging from the ceiling: we have a 
killer whale and a narwhal - our 
narwhal is really unusual because it has 


two tusks instead of one.” 

Other animals on display are equally 
arresting: “We’ve got a giant spider crab 
from near Japan, which has a huge leg 
span of more than a metre. We have a 
giant tortoise from the Seychelles, a 
green turtle, and porcupine fish: it’s a 
kind of puffa fish but with lots of spines 
on it, so it’s all puffed out like a spiky 
football.” 

Does Roz have a favourite? “I’ve lots 
of favourites,” she smiles. “I really like 
the giant anteater - they’re very 
characterful animals. We’ve got a 
skeleton and a skin, so you can see it’s 
got a tail that looks like it’s made of 
straw.” 

So why should families come? 


“Because kids love animals,” says Roz. 
“There are so many different kinds, 
some of them are very cute and some of 
them are very disgusting! 

“So come and discover some of the 
amazing diversity of animal life. We’ve 
got members of every major group of 
animals on display in our museum, from 
the huge finback whale right down to 
the very small creepy crawlies. And it’s 
free!”

Fears grow over 
allotment sites 


A llotment holders 
nationwide are 
gathering to 

safeguard their plots in light 
of worries that their land 
may be sold. 

A recent survey conducted by the 
National Allotment Society found 
that 74% of members are worried 
that their allotment land will be sold 
and redeveloped, while the society 
receives hundreds of calls a year 
from people looking for advice on 
how best to safeguard their plots. 

Donna McDaid, national 
secretary for the society, explains: 
“Unfortunately, it is too easy for 
landlords to dispose of allotment 
land without realising the huge 
benefits they provide to individuals, 
communities and the environment. 

“There is now an even greater 
need to galvanise the interest and 
support of communities, especially 
as planners see allotments as prime 
development land.” 

With National Allotments Week, 
which began on Monday and is in 
full swing until Sunday, local 
allotment associations have been 
hosting Parties on the Plot to help 
galvanise community support for

the allotment movement. 

More than 35 events have been 
planned throughout the event, 
ranging from barbecues and plant 
stalls to cream teas and children’s 
festivals. 

There are an estimated 330,000 
allotment plots in the UK and 
nearly 100,000 people on the 
allotment waiting lists, according to 
the society, with rents ranging from 
£5 to £120 a year. 

The organisation is concerned 
that if this land was developed, 
billions of insects and animals 
would be wiped out, the risk of 
flooding in towns and cities would 
increase, and air pollution would 
intensify, not to mention the 
detrimental impact it would have on 
people’s health and wellbeing. 


To find an allotment near you, 
call your local council or visit your 
library which should have a list of 
allotment sites in the area. Some 
councils provide literature, run 
courses for beginners and take part 
in National Allotments Week. To 
find the right site for you: 

■ Make sure it’s close to home. You 
won’t want to catch a bus carrying 
tools or get in a car after a long, 
hard day at work to get there. 

■ Choose a site which has fences, 
hedges and locked gates at night to 
deter vandals. 

■ Check water arrangements. 
Councils should supply mains water 
at a convenient distance for plot 
holders. A mains water supply in 
the form of tanks and standpipes is 
essential. 

■ Examine the plot which is 
offered to you. Work out if you have 
plenty of sun or if the plot is going 
to be in shadow, which isn’t good 
for a lot of vegetables. Large trees 
may cast shade. 

■ Study the neighbours’ plots. If 
they are neglected and dominated 
by weeds such as ground elder, you 
may be facing a losing battle.

One of the key reasons 
for the Land Cruiser’s 
success - its slightly lar¬ 
ger derivative the Ama¬ 
zon comes in at number 
five - is that it has never 
been the victim of 
distress marketing by 
the manufacturer, so 
used examples have 
been in limited supply. 

Also in the top five 
diesels are the Skoda 
Yeti and Octavia. 
Benefiting from VW 
underpinnings, Skoda’s 
vehicles are very reliable 
and buyers are starting 
to catch on to this. 

Completing the top 
five diesels is Audi’s Q5.

The Zero-to-hero effect at Supamoto

THE UK’s first range of all¬ 
electric motorcycles is now 
on sale in the region 
following Supamoto’s 
decision to stock the Zero 
range, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

The Chesterton-based 
dealership is selling the 
top-spec (9Kw) Zero S and 
Zero DS, both priced at 
£11,795. One is an off¬ 
road model, the other 
designed solely for road 
use. Both have a range of 
114 miles and atop speed 
of 88mph. 

So who are the bikes 
selling to, I asked the 
Zero’s UK importer, Dan 
Lynch? 

“Typically they’re being 
snapped up by the 50-plus 
age group, it’s someone 
who’s into their tech, the 


early adopters who are a 
little bit green but are 
mainly buying because this 
is new and it’s completely 
different,” Lynch explains. 
“But 40 percent of the 
buyers like the Zero option 
because they don’t have to 
go to the fuel station and it 
gives them the chance to 
stick two fingers up at the 
Government.” 

Anyone with just a CBT 
licence can ride off on a 
Zero. “The range will offer 
more power in the future,” 
Lynch says, “and it is 
unusual because these 
bikes are more like 25- 
30bhp but the bikes are 
measured in a certain way 
so that’s fine.” 

A 6Kw DS and S option 
is available for £9,995, 
offering a range of 70 miles 


before needing to be 
recharged. Insurance is 
relatively well-priced too. 
“Typically for someone 
aged 50 with two years’ 


no-claims bonus, it’s £300 
fully comp,” Lynch adds.

Injury woe ends 
Goldie’s hopes 


A CLEARLY unfit Goldie Sayers’ 
hopes of Olympic glory ended in 
bitter disappointment when she 
went out of the javelin competition 
at London 2012 at Tuesday’s 
qualifying stage. 

The elbow injury with which the 
former King’s School, Ely pupil had 
been struggling clearly caused her 
problems during her three throws. 

However, the 10-time national 
champion vowed to carry on and 
compete at Rio de laneiro 2016. 

The 30-year-old had heavy 
strapping on her right elbow and 
produced three throws well down on 
her British record of 66.17m. 

All three were given as fouls. She 
said: “I think I caught a nerve in 
warm-up and I couldn’t feel my hand. 
I couldn’t get it going, so I couldn’t 
point the javelin. Had this been three 
weeks ago I would have been fine. 

“In 15 years of throwing a javelin 
I’ve never hurt my elbow. Why did it 
have to happen three weeks before 
the biggest day of my life? 

“I am devastated but I have given it 
a go. I felt fantastic today but my body 
and my elbow let me down. 

“I've had the most emotionally 
draining three weeks of my life. I am 
actually really proud that I have got to 
this stage. 

“I’m going to carry on to Rio and 
hopefully I can do the country proud 
there. 

“It’s just so gutting not to be in a 
final in front of my home crowd.” 

Meanwhile, Ely-based Claire 


Hallissey completed a whirlwind year 
as she battled the conditions and 
pounded the streets of London in the 
Olympic Marathon on Sunday. 

They may not have been paved in 
gold for the 29-year-old Ely-based 
runner - that honour befell winner 
Ethiopian Tiki Gelana - but she was 
thrilled to have taken part in the 
prestigious event. 

Hallissey came from nowhere to 
book a place at the Games and said: 
“Even this time a year ago, I had no 
idea I would be even close to 
qualifying for the Olympics. It wasn’t 
until I ran Chicago in October last 
year that I thought ‘oh, it's a 
possibility' and then it wasn’t until 
four months ago that I knew I would 
be running. 

“It lived up to expectations, and then 
some, I think. It was just fantastic and a 
wall of noise all around the course, so it 
was great.” 

The route took in some of London’s 
most iconic images, such as the 
Houses of Parliament, but the heavy 
downpours throughout the race made 
it tough going for all competitors. 

Hallissey finished 57th in 2hr 35min 
39sec, with fellow Brit Freya Murray 
in 44th - their compatriot Mara 
Yamauchi dropped out injured - and 
the former Ely Runner and 
Cambridge University student was 
holding her leg as she came through 
the mixed zone after the race.
